Murk ! my kind readers, the hand of God in a poor humble cot, God has 
raised of us four brothers ; my oldest brother h« has made a Natural Philo- 
sopher, my youngest, an Historical Painter, his drawings and engravings 
lias made Kings and Empemrs to wonder. The Emperor of Russia at this 
time bas made biin a present of a diamond ling, but L the unworthiest 
God has given to me the gift of prophecy, which is the best of all, for I feel 
that God is with me. 
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f IK ss born in (he year 1782, in fhepnii'-h of ffrrham, m Northmhcrlry.^l^ 
of poor but botlest'parent^ ^ho in due time put me appre*ntJc=' to th(j Tanrilng 
Bt^iness, durinff whic-h time; nothing occurred vioi thy of iela|inir. In my 22n«i 
yef\t Ii*emo'veato London, my mind beiiM? inU;j;it on travel linjj to Forpiun 
Coantries. One day while Tipwinj tfie Monument a man acco>te(i me, 

(perceiving that^) .was a stran^jr in Ifown,) 1i.nd ♦•nquired if I wanted jt 
atuation, I informed him of iny desire to ^o ab'i'oa'd ; he said lie could suit m- 
exactly, a^ a Gentleman of his acquaintance lijtda ^oti Sn board a Frij^ate on 
the Indian station, 1* ho wanted a person of my desi-ripiion, and that he would 
give me 3'2# per mpnth, besides, my chance of Prize money, which he a<5«»iir"d 
roe would be great. ' I ^s^reed to go as a suhs^itute for this younir m-m/uncon- 
tctous that I wifis in the hfknds of the Press-<xanu, l)ut was soon undi-ceivcd bv 
my pretended friend Ibdgingmein the. rendezvont* where I rcmaincc^ uniil I was 
removed oh bv'^ard the EnterprSze^.vr'xXh a number of oilier iilipre>tra.»^n. When 
r came to be sworn in, instead of being a substitute, I found myseli'on a footinjr 
wiih the rest of ray imibftimate -companions. As they Iiad deceived me I 
determined todoso'by them, antl* gave tbem a wrong name, fhinkinf^ that it 
would be of service tome if an opportunity of escapini;: presented it*elf. I 
was kept closely there, nnlil orders came for tlio Linprest to be sent down to the 
Nore, then*I was draftedonr board the Hercules^ a. 74 where every man irfi.s 
put to his station ; the bo^t«^ain «in*led me out and 4old the Lieutenant he 
wottld have me for a foretop man, as he jud;:ed by my jippearMne I ^ho♦ll<l 
niake Jl smart one. I beir^n to think tl:cy bad me fast enoui^h, and if J j^^ot awily 
f must first learn seamanship, and then perbap"^- I c )idd in a F.)rfci:^n7)(>rt get 
on bodrd a Merchant vessel and j^Jve th' fti the slip. ITavinir rome to this 
resolution, I began to enquire of ibe se^nuon the names of the -rop:^s, and took 
particular notice where they lecHo, and 'o .pr:;c'iceriiRhi'i:; np alo t, at the 
sametifne praying to God to protect me fronidau'^j'r '\rul irni^i'^' by bis coun>e , 
We tbeh rereivedordeistV) prepare Ibi*. sea,' when IH-line-oi-baiire ships oot 
ready and sailed with sealed orders until we got char of the lard, we were tlj<n 
informed our destination was Capenh'iga:( ; and wiien the arlii !es ot >^ar ^^ere 
1-% ad ov'T fo us, I reltdre[>ly concesn' d for my sioul, eonvinc< d tbat I was .ut 
prepared to die. ^ hi a few days we came to anchor off Elsineur Oasth, \>hicb 
we salutedand which they returned, i^ut Jlrey soon Ibund our oi-r intenti n, 
a«? they seemed Anxiously preparin.; for o«ir rt^f-epf ion ; we slipprd our Caldes 
on ^1 sisrnal from the Admiral, and run fjuther up nut of the reach o?' their Gens 
and landed our Artillery. We ti'ien sailed to Copenhagen, 2Ln(\ landed the rest 
ofcr Troops, and got our ships r.s near as wa^s necessary for the intendid 
at^ak;.we had not laid lon^• when there arrived above 200 sail of Danish 
Merrbnn*men, who not knov/Hi!^ 1 heir danaec weie all captured, and sent to 
Evg^nvi, One •'mall si jp ran on shore which the Danes destroyed, and fired 
On o^ir bra's, and fbrn 'be dreadfid work began. Some of our sailors were 
fat de»f to p'^ct Hattmep; the sliellfi and rockets from our ships «et fire to the 
gi' at ' hurch, and in tiying to save it many lives were lost^ 
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I'h^y s(nit a flag^of trnoe for two days leave to t>ary their dead wbich was' 
grafted, .ifier which they requested four day6 more which Was refused, and the^ 
were inlormed ihey must either surrender their fleet or see their city reduced to 
a^^M's. They atjreed to surrender their ships, and T^e were to have seven weeks 
to remove all the stores from their dockyards. 

Frttv men froip. earh ship were sent on shorfe on this Service, and thus we 
took possession of 18 line of hattle ships, 10 frigates, 10 gun boats, besides a 
Kreat quantity of store<i, so that both our men of wai'and all the transports were 
lad<^n ; jjnd we could hardly find lueft to man our prizes. We got safe home 
with siK'h a prize as EMi^land never saw before. Seven weeks our labour lasted 
iii which three hours rest in the tWenty-four were only allowed, whilst the seven 
wek-N wei*e expiied. One thing which Astonished me greatly was our captain 
ofderinvtlie bottswa'n to pipe all hands to daiice on Sunday, which was a sin- 
ful thint;, and a very strange way of giting God the glory. Nevertheless, t 
joined ihem for fearoJ' giving offence, yet the thing appeared to offend God, 
who soon found us other employment. There immediately arose a great storm^ 
afid it was: with difficulty that we gated ourlifes. Our ship began to drag-h^M* 
.anchors, and on»^ of our lower deek gun ports bursiing open, the sea rushed 
in inipefuously, so that otirniess tables and some of our men were swimming 
^ihetwt^en decks; some crying out ia despair that the ship was sinking. How- 
evi^r it pfeased God to' pity us, and ta bring us through this danger. 

I wns Ujen drafted out of thtf Hercules on board one of our prizes, an 84 gun 
ship, and with seven others set sail for Lisbon, to blockade eight Russian 
ships tl'at had taken refuse in the Tagus, whrfeh our government wished to pre- 
vent fiillini? into the hands of the French. Tlie Russian fleet occupied the rivei'- 
in line of battle ; we too prepared for action : our situation was critical, having 
to receive the tremendous fire of alarn^e battery before we could get along- side 
of our opponents, and in all probability if we had tried we should have been 
sunk- However our troops arrived in time and took possession of the batteries : 
the Rnssirins immediately surrendered. We brought them to England; hlafv- 
inggot paid, we sailed for Vigo Bay^ when we arriv^, we had intellisfence of 
^ tlit^ proceed injifs of the French at Corunna, and that our arnby had opposed 
.\ tJiera. Setting sail we reached Corunna in one day, and then approached the 
•^hore ; the numerous carcases of dead horses all floating in tlie bay shewed its 
the foil our arm\ had sufl^ered. 

We could plainly see the French and English camps fiom our ships, each 
occupying a hill very near the other, we made every exertion to get close in, 
to cover the eml)arka ion of our troops, who were sadly annoyed by the fire 
from the French artiPery on the heights. Our ships replied to the French as 
Mt'W as the heavy sea then setting would allow. By great exertion the whole 
embarkation was completed. They then directed their batteries asrainst oui^ 
tran«;poi-f^, who had to slip their cables nnd staud out of the reach of their guns. 
During this sc^ne of confusion and terror, several boats were snnk hy the fiie 
from the enemy, and some by the viohnceof the sea. Our vesse's pr sented 
an aM-ful spec .'acle from the number I'ud condition of the wound<'d, who O' cupie^L 
our cockpit, C'»b'e tier, and every spare place on board; and. who've misery 
was rendered trreater by the tempest which arose, and prevented tl»at attention 
1/eing paid- to them \Vhich their situation require a — a gre?kt number perished 
>ole|y on this account. During the gale five transports wei'e lost, from whic'ii 
only few live? could be saved, OMang to the state of the weather and the 
rocky nature ol the coast. 

We sailed with our woutiHed men to England and landed (hem at Plymouth, 
In a few days we aijain sailed for Lisbon, and by this time having applied di- 
ligently, I began to learn what if was to he a sailor. 1 had served successively 
oii (he foretop^ forecastle, gunner's 'crew, and after guai'd, I was captain of 
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the ibretop in- a prize taken by Lard kelson from the Spaniards ; and also em- 
ptoyed as a signal man in a gun boat, and captain of a main deck gun; a 
boarder, a fireman, and a mortar boat man. One thing that I would here re- 
late points out the protecting care of Divine Providence in the greatest danger. 
After I was appointed to the gunners' crew, when on our voyage to Cadiz, the 
gunners^ yeoman who had chai*ge of the stores and all the powder, shot himself 
through the head in the storeroom, where there were upwards of 50Q barrels 
gunpowder, and joining the place where all our oakain and old ropes lay : wh 
the report of the pistol was heard in that place, the consternation becnnoe gt*| 
neral throughout the ships company, as an explosion was to be drendedt 
Some were (or making to the boats, others more desperate were for lea pi 
overboard, expecting the ship would blow up every moment. In ttte midst 
the panic produced, I and four of my shipmates ran below, ru^ihed into 
storeroom amidst the smoke, and soon extinguished the little fire produced b? 
the wadding of the pistol, and then we discovered the body of the unfoitunatt 
man lying bleeding, his brains literally strewed over the door. Thus did God 
put in our hearts to risk our livc.^, and by that means save oor ships compnnyi 
600 in number, from an awfiil* death; 

We then went to Cadiz^ where I had many narrow escapes from X\\e. shot of 
the batteries. About this time I began to see my lost and niin^'d state as p 
sinner, and to cry to God for mercy and salvation, hoping he would spiirt*niii^ 
to return to my native land, when I would join myself to the people of God. 
But alas! my vows often repeated were as often broken. Notwithstanding tfie 
Lord heard my prayers, and restored nie to my parents as safe and well as 
when I left them. ^' 

My deliverance from on board a man of war was extraordinary, but the 
Lord having given me favour in the Mght of the vthole crew, when all hands 
were piped to breakfast, a boat appointed fur the purp<«se was brought under 
our bows, and the soldiers formed a <*irc]e on the forecastle of the ship, to pre- 
Tent the sentry seeing what was going forward; I dropped itito the boat and 

fot ashore, and remained in safety at the waterman's house until our nhip sailed. 
entered on board a transport going to Egypt for corn for our troops then lying 
at Messina, When I arrived in Egypt. I wu« filled with delight on belK>ldi1l^ 
the place where our blessed Lord took refuge from the rage of Herod ; and 
where the wisdom of Joseph^ (directed by Almighty G<»d ) saved the land of 
Egypt, and his own father's house from the effects of the seven y^ars famine, of 
which I had so often read. A wide ran;;e of buildings was pointed out to me 
by the Turks and which they said formerly held ihn com preserved by Joseph. 
Reflecting on these things led me to review my rnis-spent life, and to see how 
often God had preserved me in many dangei-s, and how iil I had requited him; 
so that my thoughts troubled me sore, and I resolved anew to amend my life, 
I began to be comforted by reflectirrg that be preserved me for wise purpO'<es, 
and that I should live to praise him. Blessed be the name of the Lord I was 
i:iot disappointed. 

While on this subject it may not be amiss to inform my readers of a few of 
those occasions on which the Lord in an espc^cial ruanner shewed me that I was 
under his protecting care. During our stay in Egypt, I was sent ashore in a 
boat with afew messmates, who left me in the boat, and they went to seek fresh 
waft;r. Whilst waiting their return a party of Turks or jirabs with loaded 
camels were passing by, and having stopped to rest, J approached, anxious to 
know what their laden consisted of. Just at this time the captain of another 
transport having come ashore to vieu- the country, some of the (-amel drivers 
took a fancy to his spy glass, and they very unceremoniously attempted to po&i 
sess themselves of it, which he resisting, a scufHe ensued, and the furks being 
armed soon dispatched him. His men seeing their master*s fate, being anabfe 
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to contend with the Turks, took to their boats and guned the ship. Thinking 
that I was one of his party, they next turned their lury against me ; but itf 6ra- 
ham's God was nean One of the party was moved on my behalfy he interced- 
ed between me and the man whose day^ger apf^enred ready to destroy me, said 
something in a language I did not understand, and my life was spared; wht^n i 
arrived on board 1 gave God thanks for this great deliverance^ 

At another time being OB our main yaitl, and losing my balance, I found 
myself falJtng; there seemed nothing to save nie from being dashed fo pieces, 
the loose end of the tracing line about an inch thick was han|;ing nearme, I got 
it round my left hand and grasping it wifb my right, the swmg of the rope to- 
gether with my weight threw me overboard ; and I remained suspended by my 
armuvithin a few feet of the sea, until my shipmates came to my assistance ; 
and r praised God that I received no material injury (except my arm being a 
little wrenched by my weight.) Again, falling by accident out of a gun port, 
my Khipmales succeeded in rescuing ne when not able to hdp myself. And 
lifting on the top gallant yard, the topping lift broke, aiid the end I was en went 
down tike the end of a beam ; in my fall | grappled with the backstay, and 
hrouv:ht myself up and landed on the cross trees ; tiius the Almighty preserved 
ime from death when there was no other hope, the height from the deck being 
v\ ) K>ut 80 leet. It would be tresspassing too much on the patience of my readers 
to rrconnt all the deliverances the Lord hath wrought for me. One or two 
ikinre 1 must be excused mentioning, on account of the impression of the 
IJiritifi goodness they afterwards lefi on my mind. When lying in the mouth 
of the Tagus, a patty of us were sent on shore to procure brush-wood to scour 
otir decks ; when my ptirty had gone hito the woods, our midshipman went to 
a %vine house, and my shipmate and I took it into our heads to desert. 

We set out on our ill-ad visfd journey, but the Lord saw it Jit to disappoint 
ns. Havintr tiavelled a faw miles, we eame to a river and found a ferry boat* 
Th«' boatman seeing; by our dress we were Engiis/i sailors^ refused to carry us 
ov«r, ho\%evei', we compelled him by threats to give us a passage, together 
wi(h a direction for our way : and calling: at a wine-house for a little refiesh- 
'fiM'Ut we drank tHl we became intoxicated. Alter travelling, on some miles 
tlirouuh a wood, on recovering my senses, I found I hadlo^t my trow^ers, but 
^hi-Mierth<\v hnd been excliani^cd for wine or not I did QQt remember. We 
ric\^ miria Portuguese woodman, of whom we enquired our way; and having 
travelled all the day under a burning sun, without food or even water to drink, 
«e ht came so exhausted as nearly to lie down in dispait*. Finding some water 
W(* gr>t a little refreshed, and dragged un our weary limbs. Having cleared the 
Wood, on the second morning we discovered ^ye houses, and thouieht from their 
ifitnoiis ap))earance we must be in the neighbourhood of the French army ; but 
Aow great was our surprize to Jind it to be Old Lisbon, but much more to see 
ovr own ship at anchor, noifar distant ! 

We stood for some time speecliless, staring at each other, till at last my 
rnt^ssmate cried tint now there ik pothiug lor us but death, we are sure to be 
liiui(;4>d 4or desertion. 1 replied, take courttge dear messmate, I see the hand 
€>f Providence in all this, we have travelled two days and nights seeking our 
tnjon ruin, and y^m see the Lord has brought us back to the place from whence 
9ce htt tmt ; it hdUj apptars that the Lord will not let us join the enemies o, 
rtur couniry ; we wdl thereforr go on board and ttU our captain that kadnq 
tf i drmJc, we (ost oftrstlves in the wtKtd, (and that y(tu know ts so far the 
truth) and throw W4rsi:ltes on his ntercif. We Ibundrtsolitlion ogo on boa id, 
told ou. tale, and onr distressed condition a4;:re»Miiv: with our account of th>^ 
concern, tlie captain pnrcloned us, and i returned thanks to Go<l witJi all niy 
litt'irt, the nH>'€ when I refl«'Cted on the wickedness of our intention.

On another occa^'on th" L'>rd dia shew his pleasJiVe to save me, and mal*^ 
liie an inamiment of salvation to my f<'!iow-,m«'n. When on a yoyniie to Lis- 
hm, our captain dct lined a Spanish vessel, the master of it pot uiving a true 
Accmint of iiis carco or of his intentions. We co:iveved half their men o:i 
board our ves'^jd, and a master's m^te, my^f'lf, and five other'? wrre put on 
board'in charge of th»? ship to carry Iter to Lisbon, There heinpj only senn of 
MS, we divided into two wa*<hes. oncoftbree anf! the other offonr hands. On 
the fourth ni^lit, our watch hv\wi on deck, and my turn at the hehn, and my 
two shipmites from friti^ue beinjr a linle sleepy, I had to look out as w'dl as J 
possibly could to s^o all was ri^ht. A^»mit one o*nl'\ck, I saw a man coming vp 
through the smoke jaok hehindthe xcinHlriSf^^ and soon after five or sir. more. J 
at once suspected that fhv Spaninrds i^honi I thovijht were secured ho/ow, had. 
found their waif on dech, bij that nnrisuaf passnc/e, and havivrj no business in 
that part of the ship, I suspected their intentions were not the host, Jlfter 
asking m// shipmate to take the helm a moment. I jumped down below and rAv 
sired the mate to rise qnickty, as the Spaniards had gaiwd the deck, and in 
aqU pToh^hility would attempt our lives for the recivery of their ship. At this 
' information he arose and handing me a cutlass and a brace of pistols, drsired 
me to take my phce at the helm, and if i hey attempted to^come on the (pinrtcr 
deck, I was to fire a pistol when he and the rest of the watch would ctune to mt/ 
I aiststanoe, f returned on deck, and when the Spaniarrls saw mi ao well nrmrd 
' tfiey stunk helom^ and without further trouble we brought the ship safe into 
Lisbon. 

When we arrived h^^re* tlie Spaniards and the whole crew went ashore, ex-r 
cept myself, a youQg Indian, the <aptain*s lady, and her daughter. The youth 
and myself ha vinj;!^ the charj^e of the ship; the youth p<'rc<'i\in.u- the ca^tnin 
opening a chest, when looking down the companion, saw him tking a handful 
ofdoubleloons, whieh is a piece of gold v.»lu<' 3/ l'2s. out of it, and shut the 
ches^t ; he proposed to me to take the lives of the lady and her daughter, and 
» take the boat and the chest and leave the vessel and go to India, bat God gave 
me another spirit, and I was struck wdh horror and amazwrnt to hear f/tr rash 
proposal the youth made known, and rebuked him with shri,rpnes9.,for if t' had 
been, any other, they might either aoii^ded with him orrepoTtidhim, but Itr being 
a mess-mate, and I was greatly attached to the youths prfveniid my 
reporting hi?n, I should iiavc mentioned in pap; (>, il.at v\«* hul

pity my .shipmates, asstiriiit; them (hat druuheiinrss iras (he cause of their pre- 
sent mishehaviour. The distress they siw roe in soAeqed their h^•aris, out ol 
ihem, after a short silent^e, exelaiiuijig, young man your conduct has imv^i 
your life and that of yomr nompanions ; were »/ nnt for you not owt should 
have returned to tell the. new^: hurry inif away from this scene of terror, I 
returned thanks to Cod lor this <7rtfflr/ deiioeranne. 

The last of those remarkable deliverances from sudden dos^th, occur rtd in 019, 
yoya^e from Sicily, wiih a rarj^o of sulpher as belore mentioned. Pacing 
tlirongh the Bay of Biscay, otir mep wer^ kq weak, that only four coul4 hk 
inustiTed to a watch ; and during (he night watch, I was stationed on the lvea* 
ther quarter to keep a look out. Casiiug my eyes to windward, I observed 9, 
tremendous ^vave comiujOf towards the ship, and b^d oply time to call 16 tlig, 
man at the helm (o e^se off an^ ufet the ship before tlie sea, and as 19 custOBiary. « 
to seize (he ttfirail to protect me from tne fpry of the sea. Instead o/*ibw{' 
usual hold, I seized (he iron staucheon that supposed the rail, apd Pfomdem€$ * 
seemed to direct my ?rasp, as ia less time than I have been in writing this, an 
immense sea struck the ship full on her quarter, pirried away the taffrail, bul- 
warks, and every moveable on deck. Even the bolts which secured the am 
chest was torp out of (he deck. Our cargo shifted with the laF>our of the seiy 
and we started a plank under our very main clmins, at which the water pottred 
in quickly. The violence of the fall J had leceived, completely stunned m% 

but still retainintr my hold with the firmness of despair; and when a little re^ '^ 
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covered and lookinp: round, I could not help shedding tears of joy to see how 
1 had been preserved amidst the destruction of all aroimd me, thus shewing in 
a mo»( particular manner God^s care of me, I was constrained to cry aloud, in 
the miost of my amazed and bonor-struck companions, glory be to Gody thai \ 
my soul is not in hill ; and that I am spared to thank God for this deliver ance^r 
And to a ^oungman who cried the ship is going down, and who urged them to 
t^ike to the boats I said, where is thy faith ? do not leave the ship, for the same 
Jesus who on another occasion stilled the raffing of the sea^ antt who now holds 
(Jie winds in his hands, will save us out of this dangtr also. 

And 1 prayed earnestly to God that the people miuhtbe induced to stay by 
the ship, although then on her henm ends and perfectly unmanageable. We 
next endeavoured to get the ship righfed, we all went below except the captain 
ai^d the cabin hoy, and we to secure oirr hold drove cleats into the deck to coil 
our cables on : but oui labour was in vain. Then 1 fell on my knees shpplr^ 
eating thr* Almighty to send us a fair wind, that our ship may answer her 
helm : and while I was pniying, a voice was heard crying, cheer up my lads, ' 
^he ship has answered her helm, and the wind has become fair for us; which 
made every man give a shout for joy, so we set to work like true English sai* 
lors and in twelve bourns time we had her upright, and by the help of God got 
safe to Portsmouth in a few days. 

Having been paid off from (he Transport Service^ I took coach in Lonefoii 
for J^ewcastle, to see my parents. Afrer spending a few days there, I pro- 
ceeded in search of work in my own business, and obtained employment of 
Mr, Page, at Jiorton, in the county 0/ Durham ; and here commenced that 
series of trials which have almost oblite.rated the remembrance of my former 
difficulties, and which, were th«y not well known to'maHy iiow lifing, might 
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aapp^r to border on romubee. However f must not atitkipatei but proceed in

Not Ions? afier my mother's death, I (htramed that ^he came to see me aci 
^oniparued by my Mster, and told lue I \\asto behai gd, and iu^tautly fanish- 
^ out of my !lis:hf« This ulade a st'ouir impression on my mind, and I

Aliout three years alter I had left the sea, I was visited by another awful 

wamiui;, whirh I always considered n« iiie.nit to remuid me (»fn vow I had 

hiuda whoii in dans^er. / dreamed tiidt / was in afiald near a river side, 

whru ther§ arose a dreadful si arm of ihuader, so violent^ I hat it •-uug in my 

€ftrn like great guns wkuiling in the time of artion, 1 found it in vain to al'^ 

^ffnpt eiaapinff flrom tilt vengeance iif the Lord, as the more I endeavoured id 

^iiHt mysrlf^ the nearer seemed the danu,er : I rewcmhered my vowy andtron^ 

eluded the Lord had resolved to destroy me, I cried oiit loudly ibr mercy 

ill my sleep, and awoke impiesst-d With the idea tliiit llie Lord would surely cut . 

me off, for my neglect of religioti. 

In a lew weeks the im|)fes.<«ion wore off, and I dreamed airain tliat I saw thfe 
/?er/rc7iuT appear in the clouds above my head, ptayiui; to his Father to have 
mercy on me. Then was the Parahie uf the barnnfg tree applitd to me^ 

and thMime, (three ywrjrj con e.<ponditig with iheperod 1 had ne^le<tf*d to 
pal my vows of joining myself to God*s people, smote me with coDvitiiod, so 
that I was constrained to cry for meicy ; as I felt that il I continued in my sins, 
I must in that very year be cut down as a cumbeier of the irrouud. « 

Neveitheless, I dispised this ihreatning also, and relapsed into my former 
.Vtute ; but tlie Lord was not willing to give me up. Hr visited me av:aiu 

not as before, pleading mercy for me, but with fiery vehiicance. 1 dreamed 
ai^in, that being in a field ahme, 1 looked upi and saw as it were a sea of fire 
earning towards me, and found myself shortly surrounded wHh it, I thought 
surely the wrld was at an endy and I should be ^rnally lost, I aicoke cryintf 
out for pardon, and time to repent.

niid brimstone from iioaven, and ao citrons; was the impression on my ttttnd that 
f thony:ht I (elt th<* smell whi^n I awoke, the intense a^ony of my *oul pr^ 
ventiuj^r articulation, wht*n I would have cried to God for merCy; by perst*- 
Tirinir I of>tnia»*d t;»e victory oter the powers of darkness, and midniglit 
di*(ovrr**fl me in ft»rv«Mit prayer. 

My wife emleavoiuvd to (omfort m**, as the feared for my head. T 

cried more and.mon*, unlil the lx)rd heard my prayer, and spoke peaoeto my 
ft-'ul. I now be^an to run to church and chapel by turns, and to think- 

seriously of the Sacrament, — end to ask m^yscif a number of questions, stK'has 
the*tf — Am f prepared to comtnunwafe or %j } the Devil su^mes^ed tome that 1-* 
f»iis unwoithy, and by eahuii the body and Blood of Christ, I would seal my 
oitiid»m'«ation. Tlie promise of Cfirist now Came to my relief, "iwy 

grtu^eis mffimrvt for you Sfc/' I >vas aJso tempted to envy other* in the j^ili of 
pi'ayer, and hnvin^T; learnt many of the Church prayers, I endeavourud to con- 
nnrt tliem to-etber when praWng, there the Lord conlbunded the devices ot 
I be Devil, and 1 was consi rained to cry out, "L^^rn give me to see all the deceit 
afmy heart'* How offer) has ^-aan tempted me to believe that my reli>;'ion 

was in vain, and not then enjoy inj( the Witness of the Spirit, my mind nas al 
Uxiiefi hanassed wilb doubt*. 

The fii-st Lov( feast that I attended was at Yarm ; mv soul was dismayed 
and filled with unbelief, aiid I wept soreand would not be c?omforted. 

My brethren fell on their knees and prayed with me, but their prayers were 
of no effect I went home and went lo bed sorrowful, not having found 

the biessiuir of v^hich I had aforetime dreamed. My dream was as follows : 

I thought on old man drest in plain clothes came to me, and just before I saw 
him, there appeared to be as it were several written letters passing before rau ^ 
I cauihi hold of one, and the man asked me if I hod «ot a letter, I loid him I liad, 
and be vanished cut of my sight; and there immediately followed, as it were, a 
rinuin^ of bells, Jind such rejoicing as I never heard before, and 1 awoke out ' 
of xleep much delighted.

A^ the end of five months, 1 took the Sa?ram<'nt in iht^ Chuich al Stockton, 
and it nvlng it at half past one o'clock, I hastened to Yarm, where the lovefeast 
wnsto commence at two o'clock. 1 had only half an hour lo go four 

miles, but 1 was running for a prize, and wa.-^ determined not to.be to Lite, 

The people were axtonished at my haste as I passed along, and *ome 




prayer wi»r feni^red, awl was not nve mmutes «i my 
me hi full liberty, iindhere too he shewed me that I bad inikod taet with the 
p(9[>|)le a])u>!^ wliom I mtiist find my way to glory.^ 
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' I drMO^d a few dayii prerious, that I was in a irtraiii(e plaoe, add that H famt 
WPai prepared, of which 1 waa invited to partaiiey and our Frteiida at Yamu 
Wfing pfovided for Strani^rsy the room they brought me into was the same i 
aawin my dream ; jin(\thu8 was conftmusH in my purpose, and assured that tha 
Lord had pointed oat tliese People to me for my ft<}od. 

The next night I was invited to a Praytr Meeting at Norttm^ tha Room 
we occupied wa& nearly ftill, and whilst tlie Ola^s Leader was giving out a 
Hymn, Tlie Spirit of Oad aame down in such abundance into my heart, that 
I was ready to leap over the Tnble for joy. 

We continued in Prayer till 10 oVlock, until wa had all firayad twtop^ 
and it was a time to be reairmbered, as the preseiire of God was there. 

While I was engaged in praye^, I felt powerfully asaiailedby tha Spirit, 
ami there was. not a dry eye m the House 

I now felt perfect liberty* and bafors, I aould scarcely arti(*ulat(* a singhB 
Word. 

The promises of Scripture again hecsme ray comfort, and tha enemy 
waa put to fligitt. 1 had aot yet seen my way clearly» nor could I ba 

eoovincedthatitwaji right to laare the establishment altogether. Under 

diis idea, I attended the administration of the Sacrament there, and after 
t«cei?ingf I found myself so full af the Love of God. that I waa forced to 
acy aloud, tn the church, ^* Glory b4 to God far the tmspeakabU bU$$img i(f- 
pardon, through the blood of Christ, for ^ feel thai I htne thii dajf drmk^ 
He €up of my Salvmtum,*^ 

So unuiial a thing in that phice, bred a stir among the people, and the 
Minister desired me to sit down, and remain till the people were gone. T41 
this I gladly assented, as I was anxious to have sr>me conversation with him. 
When all had gone but the Minister, Curate, and Clerk, I began to tell 
them how the Ix>rd had convinced me of sin, by terrible dreams of the last 
Judgment. That I was thereby brought to see the necessity of crying to Giid 
Cor the pardon ot my sins, and that I had then found it. The clerk tntermpi- 
ad me, by telling his Reverence that I was an inoffensive man. aa^ a good 
neigbbour, but that I had'lately been in the habit af hearing the MetHa^sts, 
and that I was wonderfully changed. The Curate, who just then had euteftd 
(he veatry, enqnired what was the matter, and was told by the Mmister that 
it was nothing but the cursed Methodints, who had put this poor man niad« 
I could not help smiling, though I was surprised to ha^ him talk so, after 
dispensing the Sacrament. I prayed that his curiae might bac^ome like Bala- 
am's, the reverse of what it was intended. He turned to ate and said. 
** Poor man they have frightened you to death.'' 1 replied, *^ T^«y have, 
and thousands besides; but. Glory be to Ood, it is a death unto »in, and a 
Dew birth unto righteousness," after which we parted for that time. ^ 

I felt a desire to speak with the Clergyman, but could not tell how to get 
introduced into bis company. His lady having heard tell of my being a 
drawer, sent for me in order to see some^oF my drawings of which both he 
and she approved, and she said that she would dispase of them for me, ampn^ 
the quality, if I would but let the bible alone, and leave the l^eihodists. | 
(old her that I took great detight in reading the Scriptures, and had left off 
drawing; and' that where qay treasure isr there is my heart. 1 then turned 
about Ho the Cleig^man, and asked him what he thought of the people called 
Methodists, who get into the pulpit without having their sermons wrote^ 
taking nothing with them but the bible, aiid being assisted by the Spirits 
thi?y declaim against goii^ to plays, playing at cards, going to balls, and all 
other sinfttl^ practices. ** But what think you of those jinacticeaf / said I;. 
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W aiimMP«r«d ni# tnyinf;, «^ Tb^re is no barm in Attending iixiit Mnph 
laento \ and a number of the Methodist Preacbem are but yoangr meii, who 
get i^to the pulpit to preach, not knowing what tbey talk about, driving iil« 
people mad/^ I heard with mine eari that it was true wliat the people had 
told me. Af^er receiving a gUfOi of wine I thanked (hem ; and he observed 
that ho was elad to see me so soon better. ^* Yes sir/* I replied, ^^ I ^ 
better and better every day, every day brings me nearer heaven ; and w» 
parted good friends. 

The more peace T r^joyed, the nore aitxions I feft <o communicate my Kap^ 
pinesB tomy iieijrh1)ours, and to invite them to taste for themselves, the Sweetp 
of the Love of God. The liikew^rre state of tlie Establtsfaeil Church, fn 

pardailar, was a givat grief to me, and the moi« t iieflected on it, the nseri 
poweifuUy did I feel impelled to warn them of their danger. I knew tfa«| 

the Clergy were in the hnbit of going to balls, plays, races, card partiei, and 
(Sthersoufoeil of amusement; and Instead of warning tlieir flocks tofleofA>n| 
fStm Wralh to comn, were setting them a most pernicious example. I 

kqew also that I\ was not authorized by taw to intarfere with the EstaUisfatnetM. 
1 bcHook myself to fasting and prayer, earnestly seeking direction of the Lord, 
liow I should proceed in this matter. I dreained on Fridfiy.nigbt,'1ball 

# man held out to me a piece of honey (idiAib, of which I did eat, and felt 
refreshed, and concluded this « gift divine, I felt greatly encouraged* On 
Saturday I gave away most of my working clothes among my shop-mafini, 
having fully resolved to confess my Lord and Saviour, the next day, befoi;p 
Che congregation ; not doubting but the step I was about to take would lead 
me into trouble. I spent that night chiefly in prityer, for strength to perform 
the task I had undertaken, of warning the |)eopIe of their dangerous state hy 
their carnal security, the necessity of repentance, and re$:eneration, by im 
^eration of the Spirit ; and finally, of their having the Witness qf th$ Hoty 
GhosU (liAt their sins were blotted out, through faith in a crucified Saviour. 

My readers may think it strange that I should be so bold with the church, 
but I waft constrained by the Spirit of God, and though they threatened Xo 
lay hold of me, and sent the (5onstable to inform me, if I did speak in the 
diurch, they would arrest me; I answered, that '*my God^ in whom I trusts 
edf wauid deluiter me out of their hands^ One messenger came after anotlier, 
to frighten me, but I prayed to God, if I was in a just cause, to deprive the 
constable of power to lay hold of me. Oii the Sunday morning, | went to 

church betimes, and finding the doors shut, 1 was mwing how to ^ei admit- 
tance, when a voice xpoke iliwardly, and said, ^'^ go round I he church seven 
iimes, and thou shalt find entrance" 1 obeyed, and on coming the 

seventh time the clerk arrived, and was surprised to scAb me, saying, *' Joimi- 
than, what has sent you h&tg |o soon /''I replif'd, 1 have pleasure in viewing 
the monuments of tlie dead. He desired me to come into the churchy and 

he would «hew me all tliat was worth seeing, I thanked him, and followed him, 
iof that was all I wanted. 

After he had shewed me the diflTerent parts of the church, he said, Jonathan, 
I must be about my busin* sx, so mn.'it I, 1 replied, good morning sir, and 
while he went to ring tln^ bell, I immediately took possession of the pulpil, I 
fthut the door and lay down. The Lord answered my former prayer, and 

would i»ot suffer the constaole to touch roe, he decfarir.i; to th« <lerjryman, that 
he would have nothing: to do with ine, even if lie lost his place by it 

Having folder' down that part of the gospel of St. Mark, ehapt»*r 4tli, and 
vppscs 21, 22, and 23, I waited anxiously the nrri\al of the people, that I 
night deliver my messiige and free myself of their blood. I was sorely 
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buffeted by the enemy of my «oiil> with dinihts and fears, but 00 onxioiis wns I 
tolt*t my Jii^ht be neon to the niorld, and, like tho Uper that was cleansed, to 
give God the. ^Iory» that I could hardly refrain while the raominir 8«*rTiro was 
read. Of^en waa I about to start u|s am<J ctili on the people to r^-pentand 

turn to God, with full purpose of heart. To shew tlietn they were de- 

ceived, by those nho taught them that an attendance upon thft Forois of wor-. 
ship, and a moral life, were all that h neoessai^ towards obtaining the favour 
of God, 

And now the time being come, tliat I was about to speak from the pidpit. 
The trembKni; clerk had to act as cons«taible, and when he wap pulling me out 
by the leg, I said, '* Jet me go, poor trembling son I, for 1 am belter able to 
walk than you are to carry me. Now i will leave my readers to judge 

whether the Lord was on my side or not 

When llie clerk had led roe to myself, I »at dowh to hear the sermon, and 
while the clergyman was reading it, iie kept looking at me, loosing his lesson 
)ike a school boy, I thought if hii^ hook was taken from hiui, he would 

appear like a condemned criminal before hw judge, Kpeechless, bi'cause he had 
not on the wedding gaiment ; or like those '* dumb dogs,** spoken of in Scripi- 
tnre, that cannot bark. Then I prjiyed tJiat all deceivers, thore wolves 

■ drest in sbeep^s clothing, mipht throw tho^c little books back to hell where ail 
their good works, and dead formalities came fnm. Then 1 pitied th^m and 
prayed that God would convince and convert them, 'it hat God would fill their 
iiearts with understanding, to knoTf »nd preach the wonders of his law. Bless 
God, believe he has let them see a glimmering light ; my prayer is, 

** O / that they all may truly feel. 

That Jesus is the Lord; 
And toss the little books uicatfy 
And preach the living word,** 
Oh ! that the Lord would send men like Hooper^ Pidley, Craumer^ Lati- 
mer, Farrar, ^<?., then would the church revive, and all Dissenters, Metho- 
dists, Quakers, and Ranters, fly with the winus of love, and , em b: ace with 
keen desire ; crying, " we will go with you, for we hear that the Lord of 
Hosts, the God of Israel, is with you, and we will makcltlie devil^s kingdom 
flee before us f as chaff' before the wind. 

The clergyman shewed me into a seat, and obsei'vinga hook in my hand, lie 
took it from me, and looked at the text I had marked, he returned it tome 
without sayinjT a wt>rd. When liie service was over, I went horn • accoi:^- 

panied bv s(.me of my ueiglihours, and (he affair having been lolil befcre my 
arrival, mv poorwilV welcomed me uilii tears of joy. 

The Minis'er's wife came to see m<^*, aud advised me to ke:'p from the Me- 
thodists ; and if 1 felt heavy, to read some play jir eiueriammg tjuvel. ar.d [ 
^ould find relief. I told her 1 did not put any confidence in such remcciie-j, 
as my bible told roe, thai when oppressed in mind I o .pray to God fi^r delivpr- 
ance ; and when merry, I was to «ing hymns and spiritual songs. Siie tneu 
lel\ me, Feemingly much offended that I should def^plse her advice. I wa* for 
some day« greatly annoyed both by friend-i and enemies, and my (emper could 
scarcely bear with ihem. They would persuade nie that it wh» not the work 
of the Lord that was upon me. I agreed to pu« it to the prool* by aliowmir 
them to put (eiiprn upon mv legs, as I firmly believed the Lord xxould work 
ft miraclo on ite to convince them jhai he wa< on my side ; njy I'lf^trc^s of 
mind on tinding ^r•y^eI^ dnappoinfed, amounted .10 the mosi inieiw atioiiv I 
ever felt in iny life. I prayed earneHily to God to give n»e some lokeai ot his 
a)}j)iobaiion, to ket^ me from despair^ and giur^ be 10 hi.< n;imc, he did nut

tecp nye )ong in doobt* I. droamed next night (hat J was at «vork f» uBual m 
the ^njrard, and that my mastor a<id | were fillin!]: a cart with bark Kly 
m'tentioq wan aroused, hy my master callin|i; me to lo(»k up. and soe an extra- 
ordinarj 9ight« i Inc^ked up. and wan surprised to see ths cloudii paHiting; 
swiftly away, and a countler««i number of moons left in the firmament, on one 
of which wn* written, K' Vndcrstnudegt thou this."' My manter fled through 
fear, while I viewed them undiKuiaynd. Thty suddnily disappeared, and 
were iucceeded bv thick darkne»:s, and shortly al.cr it liirlilensd in an awful 
manner from the eant to the west. When I awok^. ilint portion of Scrip- 
ture wai applied to my mind, ** Ai the Ughtnhirj shineth fram ihc easi io< 
ikt wesi^ 90 jfhtt/l the coining of tlus S'm of Matt he^ \ {A\ greatly com- 
forted by my dream, h^ I found that tho«i(;h the Lord did not woik a nitracte 
in my behalf* an in the dnyn of \\\* flesh, yet Mill he was on my side) and 
thouf^h expelled the church m it were by force, I found peace in my mind, 
and tru«(e<l in th<^ power of (he Lord to save me. 

t dreamed as^.^in« that J waa at work wiih my master and othern, at noon- 
day* when h)okin!r up to heaven, 1 saw as it were a jfreat ?»word j>au8 by in 
the air, the length seemed about twelve yardv, and the ditttance from (he 
. ground was (he SAmc. My master avked n.e wh;it it was, I reptied it is a 
pword, you may 8«e the hiii of it. L paosed over our heads airain. and I 
h»Ard a voice sa\inc;« •* Righteousness shall cotcr the earth, as fht waters cover 
the great deep.*'' And 1 awoke repenting thei»e wnrds aloud. 

The following stran<re vision, which appeared to me about this time, ex- 
ceeded all that had preceded it. I dreamed tha^ I was called to the city ^ates 
of London, and beiield the inhabitants tearing oaeh others^ flesh in the most 
horrible manner, and I heard«.a voice speak to me, " In one day this city shali 
be humt to the jrovnd,'^ And I vya* t^ken by the Spirit to the banks of 
a river, and 1 commenced dggini; the rarih. and cast up several sharp edged 
•"Treapons. in particular a larpe axe, stained with human blood. I took hold 
of It, and that instant there .Appeared as I thought. St, James^ and i stnck 
off his head at one blow, and awrke out of my sleep. This strange con- 
cern opprest me in the spirit, and I said, '* this^'s no other than popery and 
persecution are intending to come /orward amongst true christians. Of 
JEngUind^ beware ofp(/j)ery. 

I still was desirous of warnino- the church of EnTfland of their dangerous 
Ptatr, by reason of their laxity of dicipline, and ihe scandalous lives of the 
members, as well as some of the rlerirv. I therefore wrote several letters, 

and. addressed them to diOerent people on the subjeot. EntreaMng them as 
they valued iheir souls, to amend their lives, and ilce to the Blood o/ Sprink" 
ling^ for mercy and pardon. I also continued fo exhort all who came in 
my way, to repent and turn to ihe Lord, and brought upon myself the re- 
proach of the rich and poor. So great ofTence had my zeal jriveii, that my 
religious friends were afraid to own me. Indeed so much had the fear of 
man prevailed over my brethien in the Lord, that they thought it nece.*«iHry to 
put me out of their H>c}ety. lest my proceedings should hinder their cau<e. f 
was then alottc in the world, and to add to my troubles I lost n»y employ- 
ment, yat did the Lord keep me from despondency, and 1 felt the peace of 
God in my soul. 

I was at times much troubled because 1 had no fellowship, but (he Lord 
graciously encouraged mc to trust in him by the following dream. J thought 
that at the end of a long journey, arriving at a pl^ce where the door ol an 
ancieot building stood open to receive me. i walked in, and looking round

M^it* ol)ject of my FolLeitude, 

About ibis lime I ^ia<i a torvrarnmg of the pt^rscciition which T was afterwaixi s' 

to suffer. 1 dreamed that an angel appeared to me, whose glory was like the 

roy^ 9f '/'< *«*n, and I felt the reflection of it upon me. He poitned to tlus 

jckurck of Norton f and looking that wciy, / beheld a flame off re aseending into 

ihe air^ and I here appearsd two men turning over the cnals with their hands ; 

jos use drew n^ar, the fire began to die away, and while I stood astonished, the 

angel left me. The two men came and took hold of me, and Ud me to a 

neighbouring public house, where they soon got drunk, and I thought, surely 

tJiese men could not be offering a t^ue sacrifice, or they tcould not have com^ 

mitted so great a sin immediately after, I awoke and reflecting ou the matr 

ter of m^ dream, plainly saw that J was lo sutler persecution for conscience 

^<ik^ \ howevt^r deiermioed wiih God's assistance, to persevere, assured 

thai my dear Redeemer, whose cause I was engaged in» would bi'ing me 

iriumphant out of the h^nds of my eueinies. 

Jshbuld have mentioned that lyhiicai Nonon, after I had been forcibly ex- 
pelled out of the chnich, I had a dream that was to n;e a source of com f art, 
apd tended greaijv toconfinn my (kith. I th'"iglit there, camedown-a mighty 
flood of water, ae if ahout to overvyhelm me ; wh< n my Redeemer appeared, 
and tOQching a rock with his foot, it rolled auainst the slre.im and turned it 
aside^ and continued ««aikiiig to and fro, between u.c and ihe danger, till tiie 
flOoU subsided- 

My soul was filled v>iih pily and zeal \'<^' the church at Bishop Auckland, 
At one time 1 vent to South Churchy and heaui the Minister say in his dis* 
course, " that he nevei knew or b''<jrd hll of any leaiTied man or philosopheft 
who knew hix sins wt-re fo:i;ivei., ami t!;yi he cirl beiiive h mself, that snih a 
(:haoge i;o.Uid nor lake p:arr: uu ii t-Toy c'laiiiied w()r»<li. The bitterness of my 
soul consirained me to cry out, ** 'I'Ium h .m do business in that pulpit, thou 
whiened repulehri*, ihou deceiver of the people, how canst thoii e-rape the 
dauiuatiou of hell.*' I wa.s determined to address the people en ttielbllovviu^ 
Hundav, and l< II ihem the stale fhev niusi he in under sucii a ministry, ajid nf 
the jnsuie>s ofiliat God, wiio will judi^e the w-M \u ri^Iit ousness. John 
Bwn^an atlniOni>l.cd his hearers to an upriiiht and strict life, behig as^ned if 
llii>t were nc^Iec'od, ih«'y wfre yoid of religion, and pivpery would ai^ainspiead 
thV«ugti Entjhnd. Mke poor Jchn J^nnyan 1 was puiied out of the place as 
i.oOii a> I b 'iian to speak. The Clerg>maji empU)yed an atlorney to write 
agaiiis! uie, and I was apprehended as a yag-aboud ; apd tln^y warned my master 
to swear that i was dern aged. 

My m.is'er ohjt cted ti!erp(o, sfaiiuir that I had been vvith him jjeven months, 
and hi^d been a f ithful servant. He (mjuired of my masici and s • eral 
jieiuhbou/> at Nonon, if they weie not aliaid of n»e, hut \*as answered in ihn 
neuaiive. One near neiijhhoui,-(a vvonum.) on being thus iMiejio^iued, 
»aid, " I durst sleep with him aH tiigbi, and uol be a piu wor^^e." |Ier 
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phiim'*s« m»y app«or Bfrsijnre to my ien(1e:<%. UnX Uio Un^wr^e tw6 to me by 
ihy wife, »rerl hid joined llie Methodist So'iHy, appeared to ui« to be tlie 
OQiito, k}m» haviiii; l)Ofoinr' a ;>'irat enemy to uie, ^wiii^ lo (Jod »he woul dis- 
own nicfar a liii*))aiid, iinl(>*>« I would de.<((M-i the Methodist)*, I rcmiuded her of 
tliatpArts;iij:(» in Scriptuie. w'sirli deolnres wc must dmy all evf»n wife and child, 
jor llie sake orClirisl. However, In m thai period to the day of h^r death, 
(eijrhf years,) J*he kept her word, and my finnntss wh» not sliakeii. But 
the Spirit of God told ine his lov* would be ht'Her ihaa sons and dftu<:Iiteni, and 
] am A livinu: wiinps-* of ihe irmh oflui never-failinj; word; for whrn I iiii|rht 
have bcen<li*tiirbed with lie uo'kv. n/ a larjr,» linnily, I cm reiire with my bible 
>nlofhe wood)*, and enjoy awcol rouimunioii with my Redeemer, at the coiv- 
c\n<«ion o( my daily laltoiir. Notwith^fniidmg. the Lord hath ble>Rcd me 
with a son, who is aII that n father can dej*ire. About this time my wife h^d* 
i^ Mmn^e dream, in which a prodi;;ioiif: monsfer appeared, with an irou < Haiti- 
round \\h neek, who said to her, *' If thou let ihy huxband attend (be Metho- 
dists, thou shnit ImvH n hell upon earth, whilst ihou livest.'* I (old her it 
was the devil that h.-^d xpn^en to her, but that the Lord would give me strength 
aceordingto my day. She next said she would stone me in the chapel, and 
make an end of iterself, hut I pra>ed -that the devil might not have such influeoce 
over beVy «nd my prayer was heard. 

Upon bein:; taken to Norton* to be examined by the magistrate?, my master 
fcr^>arded n letter , so that 1 was enabled, by the help of God, to confound 
liiinc adversaries, and came off more than conqueror. The night before this 
rircumstance took place, our child about three years of a{;e, awoke out of its 
sletp muqh affrighted, cr. ingout, ^* O mamma, the watchman has taken my 
daddy," . The morning following;, the watchman, who waa also cnstabe, 
eatne and took me nway from my family; nevertheless I trusted in the Lord, 
vhoin due time, delivered me out of the hands of mine enemies. 

About this time the Bi«thop, (1 think of Lincoln,) was to hold a Confirma- 
tion at Stockton, for the Bibhop of Durham. I liad heard that he was a 
>^ood man, and that numi»ejs attended his Visitation. I was glad to heair QO 
jB;ood a ropori ofh'm, and concluded, that if he were really so good a roan, and 
^o eminent a ehristian, he would not fear death ; and resolved to try his fmlh, 
l>y prefendme to shoot him» I had been in JMeiccasile to see my brother, 
'|ind recollecting he had an old pistol, 1 asked and obtamed it, and brought it 
lionie with me. On my ai rival, my wife obs^erving the pistol enquired 
i»hat I vranted with it, I replied with n smde. that I got it to shoot the Bishop; 
1 laid it down carelessly, dciermiiied if she should remove it, and I should re^ 
peive no encourniremeut by a dream, 1 would proceed no further in the matter. 
When I got up in the morning, the pistol was not (o be found, and,(here as I 
thought, the matiH* dropped : but ^ome officious person hearing of it« fold ths 
Cler^man of Norton, aud he laid a complaint before ihe magistrate against mfi 
a Vestry meeting was then called, lowliicii I was summoned. My previoi|i 
interference with the church was urged against me, and so much wps I tor- 
mented with questions op the snbject, before I went to the vestry, and while 
ihere, rhat I was considerably agitated, and off my gtiard. However, tbi 
Reverend Gentleman was little bitter tem pen d than myself, and shewed 1 d& 
gree of rancour, thnt I did not expect. 1 was nsked if 1 had a pistol to thofi 
the Bi>hop with ; to which 1 replied, " that I did not mean to injuc the manf| 
although 1 considend they all deserved shooting, being blind leaders of tbe 
blind, consequently both must fall mto th^ diicli/' I was then 8uffen;dl0 
depart, but was next day t.ki n into custody, and brought before the meetiitf 
of Justices, at St;rk'ou, and exaniinod very h^i'vhly ; they asked Di« if I luw 
found the pistol ; would I real^ have shot the Bishop ? 1 lep bed, ^ it depende^l 
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ii|K>n ctrcuiTiManaefi, 1 would ask him some auestion^ onl of the Oi^€<!^ ml 'tt 
ii« did not answer me Siitisfactoriiy, as to his conversion^ and the evideBee of 
the Spirit, be must be bni tided a< a deceiver of the people/* For thtA I wai* 
sentenced to be confined in a mad-house for life, but glory be to God, lh«y 
CDuld not keep me «n hour longer fhan my Lord and Saviour thought fit I 
felt as hnppy under this trial, in tlia assurance o^ Jesus* love, as i( I had been 
going to n palace. 

When I enteied Stockton church to be oonfirmed, I was astonished at the 
wonderful siie of the Bii^hop, and said, surely •* he hath drank a great deal of 
wine for his storrkwh*s sahe^" tor I never saw so corpulent a man befofe^ 
Now, if I had intended to hurt the man, whep he laid liij» hand on my head, 
couJd I not like treacherous Joab, have plun)^ed a dajrger into his heart, aayinf , 
*' t/irt thou in good health my hrothjcr P " Or like the left-handed Israelite, wlio 
iftid to the king of Moab> •• / have a message from God to thee," Just so h. 
could say, for not preaching a full, frre, and present salvation; or in 9th6r 
words. Repentance, and the forgiveness of sins upon earth, through faith in 
oui- Lord Jesus Christ ; for where would you go to find forgiveaess ? there n 
no repentance in the grave, neither in heaven, and if you gO down to hdl; 
there is tio mercy there, then you must know your sins be forgiven on eaith^ 
for we must be con vetted before we can enter hea ven. Th^ king, the Bivhoipai 
rich men, and poor men, all must know and feel their sins foi^ireD, orbe cilfil 
into thiit sad lake of fire, which burns with fire and brirastooe. My prayer 
to God is. that all may experience the forgivenesi^ of their «in8, throogh fkith 
in the blood of Christ. Tlie pistol for which I was imprisoned foi life, was an 
old broken barrelled one, tied together by a string, it would have made my 
readers laugh to see it« and if 1 had dared to fire it> it would have blown 9j 
hand oflP, but it was never niy intention. 

The parish Overseers and Constable, were ordered to remove me to a place 
of confinement, and conveyed me to Norton, to pass the nighty in the same 
public house that I was ttiten to in my dream, two years before ; and when I 
aaw them getting drunk. I was reminded of my former dream, and plainly saw 
that I must suffer persecution, for the testimony of my Redeemer^a love. My 
eoul was full of love to all men. and my persecutors wondered at my composure* 
I told tlie man te who^e care f was committed, that he need not mind putini; 
fetters on me, as I would offer no resistance; being convinced the Lord was 
with me, and would, in his own good time, release me out of their hands : 
and that I would come off more tlian conqueror, through the captain of my 
salvation. 

I was removed next dny, to the Asylum at West Auckland, where Mr. Sknilh, 
the keeper, behaved with great kindnes<« to me, for a few dsiys, and perceiving 
none of those symptoms of lunacy, which he would iinturaliy expect in a p^rxon 
placed [under his care, he took me with him into tlie fields, and employed me 
1o assist liim ill many things ; but this was only a treacherous calm« as seamen 
would call it« My allowance of food waa soarcely sufficient to support me, 
.4)flt the most disagreeable part of my time was at flight, shut up in a eranli 
room with four others, who by their dt.^ordeHy condtiet, and filthy behaviour 
renderedimy life tnily njiseiablr. The room was so small, that there was 
barely a passaije between the beds, and when I attempted to pray, they com- 
menced annoying tiie in every way thry could invent, so that nothing but the 
gcodnefts ot God could have preserv«»il me ainonir so many temptations. My 
sorrow^liowrverv wns only berinn^nsf. At llie expiration of • month tlie 
keei>er an<l hi-^ wife went to StinflerJand, Icavin;; the cliarire of the boHseto bis 
dau;(hter, a servant girl about thirteen y^-wrs ef^siie and inyf»e)f. They retonied 
in two days, aiid the kci'per came up stHirs druuky (whicti, as 1 aftiVmiids 
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fouoil, was bis sdmost constant practice) among tlie patit^nts, and observiag. 
some injury done to one olthe beds, lie went and brougbt a stick, to coirect 
the person who lay on it I interfered, knowing the man was innocent, (as 
Uie mischief was done by another,) which iLflani<*d him so that he abused me 
greatly, caJliny; me heretic dog, and other oppi'obious nsmes,#and concluded 
by ordering me up to my room amon§^ them. I was forced to submit, know- 
ings his power over me. Pe confined me to my room among the rest of the 
prisoners, for another month, aud it would be impossible to describe what [ 
suffered li-om cold and hungei*, and the abuse of my unhappy fellow prisoners 
ft^ that time. One in pailicular, was so misciiievou!^, tiiat he would at times 
pull me out of bed bv the legs, when lie foimd me inclined to sleep ; and often 
throw the contents of the chamber utensil about me in bed, from which there was 
no possibility of encaping, in a small room, closely locked. 
. These. were certainly severe trials, but when I remembered that my Lord 
and Saviour Jesu» Christ, was mocked, buffeted, spit upn, crowned witfai 
ihoms, nailed to the accursed tree, and his side pierced with a spear, to savtt 
my soul from heU, I was tilled with his love, and gloned in my chains, and : e<« 
solved to take up my cross patiently, blessing God that I was decerned woithy 
toaufier for the truth of his glorious gospel. About this time I dreamed thai 
one of my old sbopmates stood by my bedside, and asked n:c if I had got a 
letter, I replied in tlie negative when he expressed his surprise, telliixg m^ 
there should be one for me^ on whiph 1 awoke. For some time previous, the 
keeper had ceased to come into our room, contenting hiniseli^ witli abuse and 
•threatenings of worse usuage, while he stood in the passai:p. 

When the servant mcdd brought our scanty bieakl'ast, 1 si-nt a message to the 
keeper, desiring to see hitn. tie shortly afier came into the room, whe^ 
looking him steadfastly in the face, J asked him if he had pot a letter for me. he 
owned, with a good deal of confission, that he had, and proaucrd it. When 
l:took it, 1 cried, ** Glory be to God, who hast revealed this thina to thy ser^ 
vanij which tny enemy mould have hid from me," On this he a^ked my 
pardon, and said it waK drink that occasioned liir% ill usuage of me; he desired 
me to come down into the kitchen, and he would shave me, and 1 should enjoy 
my liberty as at first. 1 returned God thanks for even this little season of 
relief. 

Again lism constrained to make known the wonderful works of God on my 
belialf, after I was sent to the as\ lum, I dreamed 1 was Vetuniini^ home to Nor* 
ton, and as I was ciossiDg a brid<re, 1 looked over, and to my £:rrat. surprise, 
I beheld my wife standing upri<rht, dead in the waier, and all surrounded with 
ice. With sore giief and pain I looked on her, the ai;onv c»l niy soul was 
great, and that instant, my old master. My. Page, came u(), and 1 told liiiu 
th^it the Norton people caused my utile's death, and her blood would be re- 
quired at their hands; aud so it was, for tlie Clargymaa's lady died a feio 
weeks qfler my wife. 

After they sent me to prison^ the dream was so impressed on my mind, thai I 
wrote a letter to them, that I s^houid have np more opportunay to live at hoiy^ 
with my wife, for she was goiny the w;vy of all the earth, and they uiij;l»t do 
their worst at irje; then they Uiou;iht trat /was mad inc'eed, but the death of 
this lady got me into Norton, and made my way plain, aud the Avenger of 
Bloud was on uiy side, aud that my readers »ill plainly ijee at the end of my 
■ book. 

1 saw her funeial enter the church in n^y dream, a^d J liehf'ld a larm* gra^c* 

•as /e^itered the church open before me. At that tjuie my wife told hie that 

tliB p' op!e of Nnrfo'i had sore *vork to .^e* me dear, (or she told nie who wtit> 

my fiiem's and enemies. When the Clergyman s«iu ilie^ were all dae^inined

to 3Pt toe ffep, lie and his lady declared that they would leave the pla'ctf, beibre 
/should come home, and God taok them at their word, his lady died,^ and he 
left the plare. ' Glory b? to God, in spite of helJ aiid earlh I won the fielcl, 
and enterf»d into Nortouj through the captahi of my salvation. O! chTistiariy 
believe in God, for he will take thy enemies from: the earth, rather than they 
should overrode ihce; ov if not, He will give thee sf reft gth according to thy 
day, 

I was ncrt allo^vetf to enjoy qtiiet long:, a» ray keeper was O'f a very unstable 
tempf»r; and fitidinu: ^omethinji: one mor'iing to p^it htm oiit of humour, he 
lamed hisT rshrcauaiiisf me, ami utfeied o.ttl's foo shorkin*^ (o repeat. I felt 
ftiuch hitrt itt aiich pi*ofanation, and fold him 1 wou^ld pirf-r nry room to the 
liberty Iref al!ow<*d me, rather than witness su^h \ticU<'dness; as amonjr '<i«^ 
wretches, my com|Kinion8, I roiild at rimes read ray l>i hie tn p'mro. I wasr 
fh 'n ordere*! to my room, andrhaiiijyd to my beil Mk** a ronderaned crimin d, 
for a fitrtifiig^^lit, »nd fhonjrhi { sh'Mild have died of cold and himjjier. My 
ftftaation,r (thmiiirh th*' kindness (r( 'lie s'Tvant j^irl.) b'Cime known to some of 
the peopl*> in the town, an oider >C)oii univeil firm Noron, for my removal t& 
Gnieshend. f left my i^ihosp'tal k^ ener and his wife to their drunkenness 
and dissipation, and proceeded alon^ \Tiih the Norton cnostable to Durham, 
wheiv we irt^re to wait tlip coach, to convey us to Gateshead, and not havino; 
felt any sores, I proposed walk»n^ to the constable. We accordingly set 
out, bnt I soon hejian to f^*el my limbs «> f< eble, that I was afraid 1 should 
lose fl*e powtT of motion altojretber, and could proG»-ed oidy by the assistance 
of the constable and some pit-men, that were goin^ home from their labour ; 
and who kindly helped mc to the place oi' my destination. So much did I 
•oflTer from my treratraent at W<tt AuckUifrd. Ii^deed it was many days be- 
fore i recovered the use of my limbs, but by l^ettei rrsuage, and more food, I 
hk time gnthered strength, and gave God thank's wi h my whole heart, for having 
as it were released me out of hell. 

I soofi began to make myself useful to ih^^ keeper at Gateshead, by giving a 
liand to cleaning out the rooms, and every thing I could, so that he became 
teiy paittal to ii»e, and iised nofe very kindly, paying oat of his own pocket, the 
co-aciii fare for my wile to. come and set* nwr. This kindness Irom him pvo-^ 
diicecfa correspondinii; A'gree of gratitu'le on my part, and in a little time I 
became his gardener, waiter, baker, under keeper, and, in short, bin servant 
of all work, and felt comparatively bappy itr my rliange although still in con- 
finement. 

My Lord and Savioor was not nnraindrtil ofine, tlMMisfh my destiny appeared 
to myself and others, to be a mid-hous. 'oi- life. Some of the y:o' d people 
of Norton, pitying mj stifferinirs, wi bed to li>ive merela^ed on <ondilionof 
my enuagii>ji; to banisli mys**!! from thence dirrfnu li'e, and my wife raraeover 
to negocf-ate the matter; but tli(» doctor b«-ini;, iis I atterwurds fonnd, in cor- 
respondence with the Rev. Mr. A. and finding that I would not admit the pi-o- 
priety ol the Clergy goir^ to balls or plays, had written to him, and he appeart-d 
at the Vestr> Meeting ready to swear his life against me ; and I found there 
was no hope Irom them^ of an end to my misery, and that my helpmu$(t come 
irom above. 

I endrawuivd to console myself with religion, and I thank God, I was not 




great delight, 

niiiu'd therefore,. -to fast and pray, as the only means in my pow<*r, to keep up 
my lellowshin with my God, who had done su?h great things for my soul ; and 
fi/riiereral weeks. I could not be prevailed iqion to eat from Saturday night, to 



lloadny noroiag. Hilt had a visible effect npon m j bodih appearanrc» and 
(be keeper tt«ed every means to divert me from my purpojc, but without e^oct, 
molil he promised to let me go to the chapel, nn'i h8 a proof of his confidence in 
mMp and of the Injustice of iny confinement, he actimlly allowed me to go to tlie 
meeting with only a little boy as my attendant, as a matter of form. 

I nast hen? observe that tiie Lord, ''ver kind to those that fear htm, had 
xWen me considerable influence over dm pAt«ent«, and when I served out iba 
bread, I a>ed to make them knee|| wl»Ifi I MUfht a blessing. The under- 
keeper» a rc-gardlesM sort of roan. oppo«ed nie in this, and thouftb a ttnut man, 
I lu ned liim out of the room ; he struck we on oim» side of Uie head, I turned 
•lie ihcr; on whicJi he went away, to complain lo his master; he however 
got no amends, a*, when I related (he tnitb, he commended me for my coih- 
dact, and the head keeper left shoitJy aftert I saved hi^ successor a man^s 
wagec, 1 continued in his favour until he sold the premises lo a Mr. Orton, 
to whom he recommended me, and he continued me is my place, Tiie Lord 
had made me very utsefuL and acknowledired »> labourii* by inclining many 
of the patients who were iane, to jom m«* ui yra^ev, and we weiw wonderfully 
messed in our meetings, so that instead oi' the •houiiii;;* of niadm«u, the house 
qften ning with the praises of Jehovah. ^ne woman had heir soul set at fmi 
Sberty» and I have reeaon to believe she coniiiiaed on her way, rejoicing ip 
God her Saviour, Glory be to Qod for ever. The enemy of souis how- 
ever, could not tamely ftubmit to ihiM eneroachmcnt on hin km)U[dom ; he htirred 
^p the mivtress to oppose the good work. She told me I should not go any 
more among the women to pray, as it occupicHl loo much of iheir time. 
ffezC Sunday morning, when 1 wmt in with tk»*ir victuals, ilieir souls seemed 
on fire, and being earnestly pntrraUd to join them in prayer^ it grieved me 
nuch to see the good work {(topped. 

On the Sunday following* i went up, and at their deftiro commenced (be 
Mieeting; when the mintrcss heard \\% «in^. she came into the room, and took 
the bymn book out of the woman's hand ; I felt much hurt, and was con)itrain« 
ed to tell her my mind, regard ief^s of the coftsequenccs. I told her, ** I was 
atxMit my Manter^s work, and I kn^w that he if as with me^ and that nhe would 
siao know to her sorrow, as ihe Lord would surely visit her in judgment; for 
ber attempting to quench his Spirit ; that I would ^o to my room, and vtork 
90 more, till I had full libeMy to serve God. I continued in my chnmher 
for live days, during which I wa:« often importuned to return to my wnrk as 
every thing was going to confusion. I sieiidily lefused, unless I bad full 
liberty amongst the inmates to hold prayer mp(*fing». The fourth night I 
dreamed, that I had laid hold of a little boy belonging to the keeper, and 
killed him before bis mother^s eyes, telling her his soul was happy. I felt 
no compunction at the deed, and awoko, wondering what it could mean. / 
was astonished on the fifth day, when mv mistress came into my room in tears, 
Mtreating me to come down, as one of her sons watt very ill, and / was much 
wanted below. / came down towards night, she having left all the doors 
open. When / came into the kitchen, 1 found the child dying ; / askMl 
when he became ill, and they told me the day I look to my room. J then 
told them my dream, ^nd said they must evidently see the hand of God in th» 
matter, and it was their duty to submit, they owned the'r fault, and said they 
would hinder me no more. I proceeded to the womcn^s room, add immedi- 

' aicly joined them in prayer, and while we were thus engaged, the child died, 

' and douhtlees the Lord took him to himself. 

Having returned to my former occupations. J w'as working in the garden, 

^ in the month of Junci when my master came in, and after giving me some in-

The unhappy si ate of sevoral of my f^Mow captives was not wttlioit ito 
blessintjrs to m«^« as on reflection I telt thankful to God that ihon<;h co' nel 
among them, I htili h.id the use of my senses; and enjoyed the divine pietience 
n li^ftjely as ever I had done in my hfe. How groat cau>e I had to praisa 
God, and to thank him for having preset ved my understanding, under tiia.'H 
th ;| were of themselves sufficient to set any man distraeted. Let my rende s 
p|ctt|re to themselves, what a rational man mu^t feel, to tind l;imself >hut n > 
kr hTe.ina niadhouse, amontist maflmeti, and subject to the fame treatment as 
if he himself was insane , end to add to the melaneholy picture, have irons 
riyetfKi oh his legs, and bis windows double barred ; and to muke assurance 
double yure, the >valU of his pi-ison raised so hi^h, that any attempt to get o^er 
theoi (admitting other obstacles to be Hemoved,) would be rertain d^struOiou. 
Jjti tijem look at this 1 say, and they will not wonder if a man so Kituate .should 
be ready to despair ; and become indeed all that his enemies wished him to be. 
However, praise tiie Lord, I was kept from despair, and enabled by faith, to 
look loi-vfrard to a more speedy deliverance than present appearances seemed to 
justify, 1 persefeied in faith and prayer, beginning with the neW year, 
when others were tevelling in plenty ; and I feuifered neither meat nor drink to 
^toipt me fpur days and nights. I repeated my austerity a fortnight alter* 
wards, and in a mon'h fasted fourteen days aiid nights; fpending everv hour [ 
could in praver to Almighty God, to deliver me out of that pit, into which my 
^ul apd body seemrd to have fallen ; and IrOm whence it seemed nothiug short 
of Almighty power oould lelcit^e me. And glor}' be to his Name ior eVei*, I 
was enabled to believe and rely on the goodness of God, who in his own good 
titu^ pn cured me my liberty. • ' 

As the spring apwroath^d, my spirits began to reviv*», and 1 sometinies ^• 
got my misery, and feasted upon h<^pe. I was desired to renew my luDcmiH 
^n thegard' n, at the en«uihg seed time, and alth<.ugh my feitei-s \Tere not rak> i^

In ihix pilabte 
condition, mv pi>or hoy ant up s<*v(*ral ni;>htx with hi» molher, to hold tlie- 
drink to hrr, when she hecnme too weak to do it for hcrHelf. • It Appc^m how>- 
ever, the Lord, who is the father of the orphan, had him in his care. On ike- 
vpAtf home to his nnnt*s in compmntf with her^ they were stttpt ktf a hig^tvavman^^ 
trho very roughly orderal her to give him her money ; she btggeti him to vwe no 
wiolennct anH she tcmtld give htm ail she hcul ; sht puiicd out her purse, which 
mohtaifiiKi a halt eroiCHj which, through /edr fcil out of her hand.

I fireamed ag.iin thar i was in the west country, seeiiie several of my friends 
n!n^ that a contin, who had been mamed when I was la^t there, had a sod innmi 
and they called his name John* I awoke, and said to my»elf, '* if this bv 
so, I will assuredly conclude that it is the will of the Lord to release me fr^sd 
ihis worse than Egtf/^ian bandage,*' I should here observe tint the niistreaa 
of he house was very jealous of me. and made frequent sean^hes in my ro«im« 
lest I inifi^ht i^e in poc^session of any thmc wherewith I could he able to break my 
irons, as she ha^.tnore faith in them than in the height of the walls.

I began to think any thing eten' 
dis»ininlatiou was pardonable in a matter of j^ueh importance; and as if dis- 
pleased with my eumpanion, 1 directed the attention of the yeung man who 
Drought me my victuals, to a few i>mall stones I had left in the way on purpose, 
d«!«iring him loremofe them, as Jotin was continually annoying me with his 
foUies. He took them away, and I heard him tell the mistress that unlucky 
Jack.had left ihem in my roonu Thi>« gave nie great encouragement, and I 
b*gan to grind the heads of the rivets, but iras greatly surprised at viy eom- 
panioH laying his hand on my shoulder y and desiring me to work away^ as he 
would not iitform of me. I thanked God to hear him say so, it was the firftt 
lime I had heaid him speak sensibly, or take notice of any thing whatever. 
1* considered it to he the work of the Lord, and Mi happy to .see hiit reason 
returning, 1 rem.^rked before, that from being a cross he had become a fiie.id' 
to me> and a kind oue t/>o,'f«r though not phrays sanc^ he never failed togivH 
fkm notice of the approach of any of the ker|ter*H family, when I was filing ofT 
my irons* So true it is that tlje Lord mnketh all things to work together for 
j^ood, to tho^e that love him and kfep his commandments. 
■ I Ubbuied incessantly on every npportuniiy, in filing o^f grinding the rivets 

'•«if my irons, the third d.«yofthi» labour happened to be Saturday, which wnii 
very forlnuHte, as the master and mistress was so much in town, (being market 
day*) J had little or no inteiruption. The servants always hrouibttnen 
pail of water on Saturdays, to wash my rooni, and I found that hy using water in 
ny work, the iron gave way sooner. . I persevered on»il ihere wa* \\o\ « pAr- 
ticle of the litile stone left, whtn applying the corner o^ the f* ndcr, to tl.e 
weakened ptiri, it gave way, and my hcMit leaped f«»rj'»y ; I pra st^l GM wiih 
-all my heart, for the success of my lnh{>ur. I tli< n hej;:an to thinii h ^* I 
Iras to fiet throuuh the holtK and bars, that 8»ill were betwt-en n.e and <.b' ty. 
Recollecting that in the closet in whiirji j kept my Uooks and :»!ate, theie i<e>ro- 
ed an opening in the c*'ilin;,s throuirli which at timet a odd wind lde» ; 'I 
ihought KooiMhing mitihi he d.scoverod, by enlariring tho « pinning, ani i? ul- 
tintr myself in the d. »et. 1 perseVKr»'(i with tl.e poiot nl a ».1cn. which th<y 
alluited nitf to have instead of a poker. nn»il 1 could pnt my arm in'o h^ cr^^r <?• 
I wrought on tiil I found that I c«>ti'd draw a»y he dy liii<>M,;h the hcje I 1 a'l 
a^ide, and nio'nded through it. Wheal got up I nju'd ea>4ly nach liie 
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iOoC nUti aantioiisij removed the tiles, to admit of ny getting oo tfie oat«ide, 
i returuedl intotht closet, swept aside the dust that had fallen, concealed on tlie 
ceilings the stuff I had removed, placed an oI<i arm chair ay^ainKt the cIos(*tdoor, 
end set my popr companion down in if, knowing that lie would nut stir (ill de^ 
siredy I got my room clennei) up before iive o'clock, th»* hour ^hen the keeper 
■ wms used to come and shave me« which, wh^n he had done, I requested him to 
fhave the poor man where he was, as I could hold him better iu the arm chair. 
The true cause however was, I dreaded the chair hein^ moved, lor if my master 
apeDe4 the closet door he wonld see day^ltght thronuh the root' of the house. 
Every thing succeeded according to my wish, and I had the pleasure of hear* 
ingpoy master lock the doors alter him for the night, without further notice^ 
The servant girl had previonsly (as vras customary on Satur(fays,) brought me 
my c}^an liDen« and as no person had to come into the room for that ni*(ht, I 
rejpiced in the hope of enjoying my liberty before the dawn of next morning* 
I copld not help smiling, wh(;ii the keeper was iasiening the outside shutierx, 
ind said to myself, *' Your caution won't mvnil i,om, for bt^ to-morrow* s lights 
wit^ GodPs help^ I shall be far out of your rrark,*' 

I had only got one of my ^hackles olf, and Irst the k**eper should observe 
me, I ded the lock which I had undone, round my Icif with a string, and 
cqveretl it witli my trowsers. When I wa» ready lo make ihe attempt, 1 had 
4>nly to loo»e (he "tring, and tie it about ray knee to keep it from ti ipping m^ 
up, or making a noise, I now took a Inst leave of my poor companion, 
leaving him my slate and other ti ifflts to ainiise him. Ht* very sensibly bid 
me make good use of my time, and t^ct away, ^Ti\hin{f me success. It was 
1I0W no longer difficult lo iff r out of the house, but how to get from the roof, was 
the principal object, If I .clipped a fi or, I ran a chance of being killed, or 
«ven eM^iping uphuit, I could not dr^^p donu. i\ithoui giving the alarm. I 
look the bed cover, and cuttir^g; it in sttipiv*, thought it iiould reach from the 
water spout, near to the ground, nut I tiMsdi!«appointi*d, and had to draw it u|i 
Again, as of -po u^e. I stripped myself on tiie leads, nnd put on my cleii^

1 threw my hurdle down on a half cut hay stark) jrhere it would make no 
noise.

It is easy to observe that there is some y^rs differ«ace bmweieil.'ine yearil of' 
PaaieK and 4hQSK of St. John, the reason is, that the Apostle had the bei^a. 
niug ol* the war against antichrist in Tiew ; whereas the prophet looked forther^ 
yis. to some remarkable battle that ka shall lose, and in which he shall be 
utterly destroyed ; as for his second nu|nber> it seems to refer to that happy 
year when tne remotest nations of the eiM^th shall have embraced the Chritf lan 
Faith. 

. You may problibly have observed. Sir, that the Tarioa's anmbers which cbine 
to the same, or very near, must be reckoned fi*om the time -the Bishop of Rone 
f(bewed himself plainly to be the head antichrist, and aei ktmseyup-oi a God^ 
in the temple of God; which was not ia a very remarkable manner till the end 
of the 5th centuary : iidd then 500 years to 12G0, and you will see; that in a 
few years these plain prophecies concerning the two witnesses, the flight of th» 
iron^an into the desart, and the duration of Antichrists rei^n, will soon' be 
accomplished. 

It is worth observation, that as the tyranny of Antichrist will last 1260 

J ears : so hvs last nigiqg, or that tribulation which will be so Uncommon, shall 
ist also 12^0 common days, and not prophetic ones, beoause of the elects saU 
those daysshallbe shortened, occording to our Lord's mei^iful promise; Ibis 
observraUon will cast a great ligl^t upon those numbers^ and prevent many 
objections. . * . 

Having thufi laid the prophetic i^ombers as the fatmdatfen of (he edifice, I 
fhall now give a shoJTt sketch of the above mentioned Gentleman's snperstruG* 
ture. 

Seducers infill come, saying, " Here is Christ, or there and they shall 
seduce many ; we shall hear of wars and rumors of war : It kingdom shall rise 
against another kitigdom ; there will be plagues and famine, troubles and 
earthquakes, but this J!) but the beginning of woes :'' For the man of sin 
recovered of his wound he received by the reforoiation, shall gather an incred- 
ible strength ; and satAn knowing: that he hftsbuta short time,.will.xa}re beyond 
expression ; God whose wrath is justly stirred up by the iniquities and unbe». 
lief, nay open projihaneness of the Protectants, will give them into the handa 
of their enemies, as he formerly delivered his ungrateful people into the handsc 
of Assyrians ; for his juds^menis always begin at his house. 

Then will come that drearful pt^rsecntion desciibed i^ a hundred places of tbe^ 
sacred writings, ^s the fooe of many will Le ceid, and there will be, compara-. 
tively no faith upon the ea>th, the apostagy (oretold by all the prophets will soon 
take place; brgin in all probability, by the Lutherans in Germany, and follo^nf 
in all the prOfVBtant countries. Here crtielties unheard of since the bt»ginnin;f 
of the world, will be the refininir fire of cnr decayed faith ; part of the relormed 
christians will be destroyed by the sword, or by famine; part will be .carrieH 
away into capt'vity. pritt will remain to serve their cruel eonquei-ors, who nul- 
wiihstanding tiieir falling away from the pure outward worship, will treat theu^ 
ill a most lemble manner. 

As for Chnsts F.iiht'nl witnes«^e^, having withstood this grand apo^ta^y 
with all lh'*ir might, and cnniinned their wertk biethreM, hy nhom they wiij 
often hi- betnyed into the hands of tbeir enemies, ihey sliall f<»r the pr-^aiisst part 
•eai their faith with their blo^, <^t the palm of tnariyrd; m^ and uatiT the eart^

and judge the twelve tribes of Israel and I saw the souls of tliem that were 
beh.eaded for the testimony of Jesus and for the word of God, as well as the 
soulsof those that had not worshipped, the Beast nor its Inmge, &c. ; and 
having been gathered from the four winds (Matt. 24.) ** they lived and reign- 
ed withC^hrist a ikoysaad years; But the rest of the dead lived notagain until 
liie thousand years were fifished: this is the first resurrections Bie^ed and 
kbiy is he that has part in the first resurrection, on such the second death has 
no power, but they shall be Priests of 6od and Christ, and shall reign with 
him a thousand years. 

This takes away all the difficulty arising from that gathering of the Elect so 
long before the day of Judgment, audit confirms the ideas you give us in ycot 
hymns of God^s wrath aifd percy.

•Christ : - 

How long tlie world shall last after this, no one knows, not even he Angels 
of tSod ; but is'certffiif, that all those things must couie to pass hefore the ton- 
fla^alion of the Globe, spoken of by Sl Peter^ as well as before the second 
resurrection and judgment : seethe end of chapter 20. We have in the 21. 
^apter an account of the Pn/tnyeir^- [ tlegencralion ] of the Earth after its 
purification by fire, of the New Jerusalem, and of the'ravishing happiness of 
those who^hall h^ve. persevered unto the end.-
